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THE  GOOD  NEWSPAPER,  THE  GOOD  NEWS  BROADCASTER,  MUST  WALK  A 
tightrope  between  two  great  gulfs— on  one  side  the  false  objectivity  that  takes 
everything  at  face  value  and  lets  the  public  be  imposed  on  by  the  charlatan  with 
the^most  brazen  front;  on  the  other,  the  "interpretive"  reporting  which  fails  to  draw 
the  line  between  objective  and  subjective,  between  a  reasonably  well-established 
fact  and  what  the  reporter  or  editor  wishes  were  the  fact.  To  say  that  is  easy;  to  do 
it  is  hard.  No  wonder  that  too  many  fall  back  on  the  incontrovertible  objective  fact 
that  the  Honorable  John  P.  Hoozis  said,  colon  quote— and  never  mind  whether  he 
was  lying  or  not. 

Yet  more  and  more  newsmen,  in  press  and  radio  both,  are  coming  to  realize 
that  we  ought  to  do  better  than  we  are  doing  .  .  . 

All  of  us  in  the  news  business  ought  to  remember  that  our  primary  responsibility 
is  to  the  man  who  buys  his  newspaper,  or  turns  on  his  radio,  expecting  us  to  give 
him  in  so  far  as  is  humanly  possible  not  only  the  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  but 
the  whole  truth.
